Cattle Infected 


In Canada Near 


American Border

WASHINGTON — IZP» — Farm 
officials said today the 
nation’s 
meat supply is in greater danger 
now than at any time in more 
than 20 years. 
Reason: Spreading 
of the dread foot-and-mouth dis­ 
ease southward toward the U. S - 
Canadian border. 
An outbreak of the disease in 
this country, Agriculture D epart­ 
ment officials said, 
might 
well 
greatly reduce the movement 
of 
cattle and hogs to 
market 
and 
cause a quick and critical short­ 
age of meat in many areas. 


Discovered In March 


Officials say they are greatly 
concerned over the dangers. The 
disease, first discovered in Can­ 
ada in early March, has moved to 
within 50 miles of the U. S. bor­ 
der. 
This is the closest threat to 
U. S. livestock since 1929, when 
there was an outbreak in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Should it again appear in 
this 
country, officials said states ad­ 
joining the infected area could bo 
expected to throw up quarantines 
barring the movement of livestock 
and 
livestock 
products 
across 
their borders. 
An outbreak in Indiana or Ohio, 
for instance, might seriously dis­ 
rupt the movement of livestock 
and meats from the great m id­ 
western livestock area to the east­ 
ern seaboard, because supply lines 
traverse these states. 
The east 
depends upon the midwest for a 
large part of its meat supply. 
Harder Guard Watchful 


In a m atter of a week, butcher 
shops in the east could be on short 
rations if the disease should hit a 
central area. 
In a move to prevent importa­ 
tion of infected or exposed 
ani­ 
mals and other carriers of the dis­ 
ease, the agriculture department 
has throw'n up a border 
guard. 
But such a guard, no m atter how 
watchful, offers no airtight pro­ 
tection. 
The disease has 
a 
mysterious 
way of spreading. As yet the Can­ 
adian outbreak has not been trac­ 
ed to its source. 
The departm ent is getting ready 
to act if necessary. In this coun­ 
try, the disease has been combat­ 
ted in the past by the “stamping- 
out” or slaughter method. 
This 
consists of outright slaughter and

More Rumors About 
Phantom Invention 
T?OR many years, stories have been mak- 
** 
ing the rounds about wonderful dis­ 
coveries which have been suppressed and 
buried in the deepest depths of the deep 
freeze by “selfish” commercial interests. It 
is impossible to know how many people be­ 
lieve these fables, but the number is prob­ 
ably substantial. And they are something 
of a headache to the industries involved, 
which become the targets of undeserved 
ill-w ill. 
Some time ago Roger William Riis pub- 
lisheti an article in Science News Letter, 
tailed Phantom Inventions, in which he 
dealt with these stories. All of them, he 
observed, have four common characteris­ 
tics. “(I) they are never firsthand: (2) the 
hero is a poor but brilliant inventor; 
(3) 
the villian is a wicked corporation; 
(4) 
th>y are untrue.” 
Some of the stories, untrue as they are. 
are ingenius and fascinating. One of the 
oldest tells of a pill or a powder which 
when mixed with water provides a motor 
fuel as good as gasoline at practically lo 
cost. This tremendous discovery, the tale 
runs, was at once bought by the oil com­ 
panies and consigned to oblivion. Ifs ob­ 
vious that if a man actually could produce 
such a compound he would gain wealth 
beyond the dreams ol avarice by the sim­ 
ple expedient of selling it to the public— 
but that fact is conveniently overlooked. 
Still 
another 
tells of an amazing car­ 
buretor which will give 50 miles or so to 
the gallon of gas. Again, it is alleged, the 
oil companies grabbed the patent and made 
sure the device will never be marketed. No 
one has ever ben able to find this patent in 
the patent-office files, which are open to 
the public—but the fact is also overlooked 
in the telling. 
An 
amusing 
variant of this has been 
making the rounds lately. It seems a man 
bought a new car in the low-price bracket. 
When it was brought in for servicing the 
dealer asked how he liked it. The owner 
was all enthusiasm— it was the finest run­ 
ning machine he’d ever had and, on top of 
thit, it got 50 miles to the gallon. The deal­ 
er turned pale, lifted the car’s hood and 
peered into the engine compartment. 
He 
tin lied back to the owner and, obviously in 
a state of worried excitement, 
said that 
he'd ti ade the highest priced car manu­ 
factured for the machine. The owner re­ 
fused, and a still higher offer was made 
Finally, in desperation the dealer explain­ 
ed. The caf the man had bought, he said. 
was an experimental model which had 
been shipped from the factory in error. The 
company had been scouring the nation tor 
it, and would pay anything to get it back 
There the story ends. The fact is, of course, 
that experimental cars are not even pro­ 
duced in the same plants as standard mod­ 
els, and it would be impossible for one ol 
them to be included in the regular ship­ 
ment:- to dealers. 
Still another tall tale deals with a razor 
blade which will last forever, and which 
was bought by a leading razor company for 
millions and suppressed. The razor people 
made a strenuous effort to trace this story 
to its source, but were unsuccessful. They 
said they’d never seen such a blade, but 
they'd certainly like to. 
Official bodies have investigated charges 
that astonishingly valuable patents were 
being abused or suppressed. Anyone who 
wished to was free to testify But all that 
was ever unearthed was rumor— never a 
tact.

son is 72-yeai-old ex-Sen. Robert Bulkley 
'who has no more chance of being presi­ 
dent than Shirley Temple. 
So W’hen brash young Senator Ketauver 
dared upset this plan by entering his own 
delegates, the bosses retaliated with the 
unfairest weapon of all—economic 
pres­ 
sure. 
They 
threatened the .jobs or busi­ 
nesses of K etauver delegates unless they 
withdrew. For example, here is how they 
operated in Ohio’s 13th district. 
PUTTING ON THE SQI’E E /I 
First, Kfauver leaders lined up Ed Con­ 
ley, able young city solicitor ot Lorain as 
a delegate. The minute this became know n. 
Democratic bosses reminded Conley that 
his elderly father held a job with the Kate 
of Ohio, which is controlled bv organiza­ 
tion Democrats, and that he might lose his 
job just a year before getting his pension. 
To protect his father, Conley bowed out. 
Another proposed Ketauver delegate was 
James T. Flynn, pigtminent Sandusky law­ 
yer. However, Flynn’s law partners were 
subtly advised that the firm might lose 
some of its practice around the state cap­ 
ital, Columbus, ii they did not keep FI; an 
out of a hot and bitter primary. They suc­ 
ceeded. though Flynn is still a quiet boost­ 
er for Ketauver. 
As 
alternates, 
Ketauver 
leader' 
had 
picked Mayor Oscar Stierwalt of F m n 
and William H 
Williams 
of 
Vermilion. 
Mayoi Stierwalt was bluntly warned bi­ 
ttie anti-Kefauvei ates that certain Dem - 
crats, for whom he aud obtained j< 
the state payroll, would be fired if in did 
not swatch from Ketauver to Bulkley. 
To 
save his friends, he switched. 
Williams was also pressured. In tact, he 
lost his job as clerk of tho election board 
However, 
Williams refused to budge, 
T 
now a Kefauvei delegate. 
HONEST GOVERNOR INTERVENES 
Next, Ketauver backers turned to S n- 
dusky's William Didelius. 
live-w ne Kine 
county prosecutor who cleaned up gam 
bling in 1949. Hearing ot this, the Demo­ 
cratic bosses promptly told Didelius that 
they were thinking of running him foi 
state attorney general in 1956, but would 
not do so if he supported Kefauvei. 
He 
bowed out. 
rf 
Instead. Donald Cole, an insurance agent, 
was picked as a Ketauver delegate. How­ 
ever, he was warned that 
Ins 
insurance 
clients would be pressured to seek other 
agents if he persisted in bucking the Demo­ 
cratic machine. He also bowed out. 
At this point, honest Gov. Frank Lait die. 
Democrat, heard what was going on, ended 
a halt on the rough stuff. So, at the last 
minute, Hollis Matherly, city councilman 
of Bellevue, filed as a Ketauver delegate 
Thus, with Williams still on the ballot, the 
Tennesseean has two delegates in the 13th 
district, but no alternates. 
Similar pressure was brought in other 
parts of Ohio, and illustrates the tragic 
fact that, while tile politicians orate about 
the right to vote, some of them do then 
best to deny the right. 
STEEL-SEIZURE ATTORNEY 
When the news of Judge Pine’s decision 
in favor of the steel companies was brought 
to President Truman, he was sore us blazes 
against Holmes Baldridge, the ^assistant a t­ 
torney general who had claimed that the 
power of the President surpassed the Con­ 
stitution.

Mrs. O. asks about treatment with the 
electric needle. This method is favored by 
some, but in general, the best treatment tm 
hemorrhoids is to cut them out.

volves an operation which can be perform­ 
ed with either local or general anesthesia 
There has been much improvement in the 
methods of treatm ent and under-care in 
recent years, so that usually convalescence 
is more rapid and the pain is less severe 
following this operation than was formerly 
the case. 
There 
is 
some 
danger that piles will 
come back after operation—that is, new 
ones develop— unless the causes which o r­ 
iginally produced the condition are also 
corrected. 
There is much concern about 
whether piles, or hemorrhoids, lead to can­ 
cer. Fortunately, though hemorrhoids cause 
a lot of discomfort, they do not increase 
the chances of developing cancer.

Good Evening...

NEW VIEWPOINT—“Contrary to popu­ 
lar belief, the majority of retired worker* 
are as happy or happier after retirement 
than before, do not find a hobby essential 
to happiness, and are just as contented do­ 
ing nothing as they are 
if 
they 
keep 
busy’,” according to the American Machin­ 
ist magazine. 
These conclusions were reached by the 
magazine editors following 
a 
wirvey 
made among 500 pensioned shop workers 
in Cleveland. 
Of the men questioned, 58 per cent said 
they are as happy or happier since retire­ 
ment and 47 per cent liked it. Though mon­ 
ey was considered the greatest problem, it 
was no more of a worry after retirement 
than before, the pensione said. 
Thirty-seven per cent of those Ques­ 
tioned said they had no problem*, 24 per 
cent said money bothered them the moat, 
and l l per cent felt illnese 
waa 
their 
biggest problem. Retirement does not 
lead to early death, the survey indicated. 
• 
• 
• 
BUT NOT TYPICAL— The above reveal# 
the inadequacy of basing conclusion* on 
limited surveys. 
First, the group surveyed comprised men 
with limited occupational experience who 
were unaccustomed to making decisions for 
themselves or on the job. 
Sixty-one per 
cent of the 500 retired workers were for­ 
eign born— in itself atypical of a cross-sec- 
uon of Americans. 
Indicating this is another quotation from 
the ai tide: 
“Among 
those 
questioned, 
hobble* 
were considered rich-men’s playthings; 
most of the men did not consider their 
spare-time occupations ’hobbles.’ There 
was so much disagreement en what a 
hobby was that the question waa chang­ 
ed to ‘hobbies or special things you like 
to do.’ Forty-eight per cent of the men 
said they had no hobbies.” 
We might observe that it is unusual (and 
certainly not typical) to draw conclusion* 
on retirement from a group whose mem­ 
bers do not understand such a well-undei* 
stood word as “hobbies.”

ON 
MAKING 
PLANS — According to 
most authorities in the field of planning 
for your old age, it is well for the indiv­ 
idual to anticipate retirement and decide 
what he will do with his leisure before the 
day of retirement comes. 
The above-mentioned survey, 
however, 
indicates that planning is unnecessary. 
“Making plans for retirement and car­ 
rying them out helped adjustment only 
slightly. Men who made plans and did 
carry them through were found Ie ho 
worse off than those who made no plana 
at all,” it was reported. 
Again the statement leads to the obvious 
conclusion that the fault is not in planning 
but in the individual who makes the plan. 
Ii he plans unwisely he is certain to be dis­ 
appointed and would be better off without 
planning of any kind.

THE WISER COURSE — The ability toi 
plan wisely for one’* old age is rare. And 
among those who lack this ability it ia 
equally rate to encounter an individual 
who knows that he must seek assistance in 
providing for a contented and financially 
secure old age. 
“The average unhappily adjusted re­ 
tired pet son lives alone in rented quar­ 
ter s. is the father of one child, has never 
saved anything, liked his last job, and 
retired because of illness.” It is reported. 
Under 
conditions 
such 
as 
described 
above it would seem logical that anyone— 
yoni) got old—would be “unhappily 
ad­ 
justed ” 
Certainly no one should anticipate that 
old age will bring happiness to an individ­ 
ual who has never been able to accomplish 
contentment and happiness earlier in life 
The w iser course Is to so live that, aa 
the .tears pass. interest in the world and 
its people is maintained; that service to 
others is continued and the Individual 
does not become tragically self-centered. 
Under these conditions old age becomes 
useful and retirement is an opportunity 


Power With Words

AMONG THE NEW WORDS 
x 
Of course there are a number of new 
words that will inevitably be given space 
iii future dictionaries, but the great major­ 
ity ol them are medical or scientific names 
Some that are already in the latest editions 
are these wonderful new medical discov ­ 
eries, 
"streptomycin” 
(STREP-toh-MY’- 
sin), “streptothricin” (STREP-toh-THRY - 
sin or STREP-toh-THRIS’-in), and ‘ aui- 
eoniycin” (OR-i-oh-M Y’-sin). And a boon 
lo the sufferers of epilepsy is “dilantin” 
(dye-LAN-tin). 
I am watching several other words ami 
expressions of recent coinage, h o w le t, to 
see whether they make the grade. One that 
especially appeals to me 
is 
“Slurvian.” 
This was coined by the writer, John Day 
import, two or three years ago, as a name 
I oi those people of careless speech who 
slur syllables and say “Yerp” for Europe, 
guvuhment 
lor government, "worn” foi 
foreign, Ttly” for Italy, and so on. I think 
we have room for "Slurvian” in the dic-y 
titulary; there are so many people whom 
it fits.” 
Rat race 
is another. This is a term [ch 
that seemingly senseless, mad scramble of 
human beings, 
hurrying, 
pushing, 
and 
shoving t<* get somewhere. The most strik­ 
ing example of a “rat race” may be seen 
during the rush hour in a New York sub­ 
way train As the train stops at a station, 
a part of tile densely packed mob starts for 
the doors, pushing and shoving to pass 
those staying on the train and others striv­ 
ing to reach the same doors. But as soon 
as the mob reaches the platform it turns, 
apparently, and madly pushes and shoves 
—like a frightened pack of rats, biting and 
squealing—to get back through the same 
door.

sional and com m unity organiza­ 
tions, and the media of public in­ 
formation, press, radio and tele­ 
vision” to help in the 
effort 
to 
bring ‘‘greater public understand­ 
ing of the role of the hospital.” 
Shortage Of Personnel 
Glen W. Fausey, president of the 
Michigan Hospital Association, d e­ 
clared that personnel shortages in 
the state’s com m unity 
hospitals 
are becom ing increasingly serious. 
He said that the primary objec­ 
tive of the campaign w ill be to 
tell the youth of Michigan of the 
many career opportunities open in 
the hospital field. 
"We think one big reason for 
this shortage of trained workers is 
that our young men and 
wom en 
are not aw are that the hospitals 
offer such varied and 
im portant 
<jobs,” Fausey explained. 
"There are thousands of open­ 
ings right now, and with the hos­ 
pitals expanding and 
with 
ad­ 
vances in m edical science creating 
new job dem ands constantly, our 
high school students are assured a 
secure and interesting future when 
they choose a hospital career.” 
The Michigan Hospital A ssocia­

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Utility Tax Change 
Vetoed By Governor 


LANSING—

Loan Restraint 
Program Ended 


WASHINGTON— (IP)— The Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board today dropped 
its voluntary credit restraint pro­ 
gram —a program designed to curb 
lending and help fight inflation. 
The board said the program is 
being suspended “in the light of 
current circumstances” but will be 
held on a standby basis ready for 
use again if needed. 
U nder the program, banks and 
other lending institutions were en­ 
couraged to make loans only for 
defense or essential civilian pur­ 
poses. Regional committees were 
set up to screen loan applications 
to see if they complied with the 
program. 
The nationwide volunteer drive 
started in March, 1951. In the nine 
months from the start of the Ko­ 
rean w ar until the program start­ 
ed, business loans in m ajor banks 
had increased by more than five 
and a half billion dollars, a m ajor 
factor in the inflationary surge of 
that period. 
In the 13 months the credit re­ 
straint appeal was made, business 
loans have increased only a little 
over one and a half billion dollars 
—and two-thirds of this increase 
lias been due to defense loans.

Anything 
above zero degrees is too warm 
for efficient fast freezing.

BOSTON— (ZP) —The mysteri­ 
ous virus X is really 30 new dis­ 
eases. 
The doctors are not 
yet 
ac­ 
quainted with most of them and 
so they call these troubles X. 
How the wonder-drug 
antibi­ 
otics brought this to pass was de­ 
scribed to the Society of American 
Bacteriologists today, in a sympos­ 
ium on viruses. 
When antibiotics, such as peni­ 
cillin, streptomycin, aureomycin 
and all the others, save our lives, 
or cure serious illness, they kill a 
lot of our most dangerous germ 
enemies (that leaves our bodies 
open to attack from a less dan­ 
gerous but large host of viruses. 
Because of the antibiotics, the bac­ 
teriologists have been discovering 
them in rapid succession. 
’ * We always had them, but they 
were lumped together under vague 
names like congestion, 
catarrh, 
summer flu and a number of bowel 
troubles. Now that they are out in 
the open they number at least 30. 
The bacteriologists are worried 
about the antibiotics all of us are 
getting in our daily food. We get 
tiny bits from milk, due to giving 
them for cattle diseases. Also from 
pork because antibiotics are given 
to make pigs grow faster. Prom 
chicken and eggs for the same rea­ 
son. Pharenthetically 
the 
Swiss 
cheese makers are tearing their 
hair because these antibiotics in 
milk interfere with making their 
holes. 
The bacteriologists 
fear 
that 
these tiny quantities will sensitize 
us so that some cannot take anti­ 
biotics when ill. They also report­ 
ed today that the antibiotics in 
milk kill some germs in our bod- 
< lee which make vitamins for i m .

fish fast enough only to be kept a 
few days. 
Oils Turn Rancid 
But if they are frozen at zero 
or below in regular freezers or 
specially designed freezing de­ 
partments, most fish will keep in 
good condition for at least six 
months. 
The exceptions are the fatty fish, 
particularly brook and lake trout. 
The oils in them turn rancid in 
about four months, no m atter how 
well they have been frozen. They 
should be used up before the four 
months are up. 
All fish spoil rapidly and should 
be cooled off as soon as possible 
after they are caught. This is es­ 
pecially true of trout which lose 
their delicate flavor rapidly. 
Before the fish are frozen, they 
should be thoroughly cleaned and 
scaled. Trout, which do not need 
scaling, should not be washed be­ 
fore being frozen. It has been well 
established that water 
destroys 
their distinctive flavor. It is only 
necessary to clean out the body 
cavity, cut away the gills and wipe 
the fish clean with grass or paper 
towels. 
Foil Fine Wrapper 
The fish should be packaged in 
moisture and vapor proof paper 
or containers, and just enough fish 
for a meal should go into each 
package. 
One good dodge is to wrap the 
fish for freezing in aluminum foil. 
It can be baked right in the foil 
when ready for use. Some fisher­ 
men like to freeze their fish in 
water. They put the fish in pans 
of water and then freeze the whole 
business. This makes a good mois­ 
ture proof package, since certain­ 
ly the fish’s moisture can’t escape 
through a coat of ice. But the wa­ 
ter bath is not good for the pres­ 
ervation of the flavor of trout. 
If the freezing is 
done 
with 
care, anglers should be abit' to 
preserve all the delights of a fresh 
fish dinner well into next winter. 
The good taste and excellent nu­ 
trition of well-preserved fish will 
be well worth any care you put 
into the process.

There is even a restaurant in New 
York that specializes 
in 
bland 
diets for successful agency men 
with uneasy digestive apparatus. 
Now Dames Have ’Em 
Ulcers appeared in all profes­ 
sions, but most 
in 
those 
that 
stressed high nervous tension. As 
the 20th century stepped up its 
living tempo, the incidence of ul­ 
cers climbed. But not until just 
recently did dames have ’em. 
This tells me something. This 
tells me that the females have fin­ 
ally fretted themselves into near­ 
ly complete equality with men­ 
folks, and now they, too. own the 
proud badge of accomplishment— 
* a duodenal ulcer. Oh, boy, mom­ 
my’s got a better ulcer than dad­ 
dy has, and she didn’t even have to 
kiss her elbow to achieve it. 
A distinguished phvsician-sur- 
geon whom I positively will not 
identify, in order to protect him 
at home, tells me that the female 
has just reaped the penalty of 
emancipation. 
“In my m other’s time,” says he, 
“the woman did not consciously 
think in terms of active competi­ 
tion in a masculine world. She was 
not generally engaged 
in 
com­ 
merce. She was not running for 
political office. Apart from a lit­ 
tle sentimental poetry, she did not 
concern herself overmuch with the 
arts.

I can’t see any other reason.” 
I do not like to say yah, yah, 
I told you so, but I have been 
counseling 
my 
female constitu­ 
ents for years that this national

'em no good. Just being a woman 
is trouble enough, without em­ 
bracing extra ills formerly en­ 
joyed only by the other side of 
the sexes.

An interesting story on 
Fred 
Barton, former Gladstonian, now 
a San Francisco manufacturer, ap­ 
peared in the March issue of Au­ 
tonews, a western motor 
trades 
magazine. 
Barton went west after leaving 
Gladstone. In experimenting with 
a chemical which would 
clean 
auto cooling systems he struck one 
which sealed small leaks in engine 
blocks and heads, and upon this 
he has builded a highly profitable 
business. 
But let the magazine tell Bar­ 
ton’s story in an article entitled 
'‘Automotive Personality.” 
‘‘In high school I managed to 
•pass every subject but one-chem- 
’ Istry- the field in which I now 
earn my living,” says Fred Barton 
with a deep hearty 
laugh 
that 
punctuates the atmosphere 
like 
the boom of a howitzer. 
Fred is 
among the more recent western 
personalities to emerge from the 
busy whirl of San Francisco’s au­ 
tomotive industry. 
He is 
per­ 
petual motion personified, 
con­ 
stantly in action at every auto­ 
motive gathering, selling his prod­ 
uct, “Bar’s Leak,” with every oth­ 
er breath, pushing and working 
from dawn to dark. 
There is something of the “pitch 
man” in Barton’s makeup, a touch 
of the Barnum “showmanship” 
but something new has been added 
—Fred is sincere and honest ev­ 
ery step of the way. His custom­ 
ers 
and 
competitors 
like 
him, 
“Wildman,” “character” are some 
ef the words they bandy him when 
’meeting face-to-face, but never do 
they have an unkind word to say 
about Fred Barton behind 
his 
back. 
Barton just can’t stop selling 
When you know something of his 
life, you 
understand why. 
He 
was bom in 1907 
in 
Saginaw, 
Michigan, grew up, went to school 
in the nearby city of Sault Ste. 
Marie and Oshkosh, 
Wisconsin. 
His first job was with the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana 
as 
a service station attendant, and 
when he was 21 years 
old 
he 
topped all other station men in 
his territory for increases in gaso­ 
line, 
lube 
oil 
and 
lubrication 
sales. 
Later he joined the Lig­ 
gett & Meyers Tobacco Company 
as a sales promotion man, where 
again he sold his way up to the 
top of a large scale st*)if. 
It was in 1938 that he came to 
( San Francisco and went to work 
for the Beachnut Packing Com­ 
pany, again doing sales promo­ 
tion work and eventually he be­ 
came high man on a staff of over 
800 salesman. 
Then followed an 
interval during^ World War 
II 
when he became a civilian em­ 
ployee of the U. S. Navy in charge 
of Personnel training, after which 
he established a Program of Sales 
Training. 
It was during this pe­ 
riod that he began experimenting 
in his cellar workroom with chem­ 
ical formulas and developed one 
designed to clean the cooling sys­ 
tem and inhibit the formation of 
rust. 
He first called this prod­ 
uct “Ridg Rust,” and it was not 
until eight months later that he 
learned his formula was also seal­ 
ing the leaks in cracked blocks, 
heads and other units of the cool­ 
ing system. 
He secured a patent 
on his formula, changed the name 
to “Bar’s Leak” and from there 
began to promote his product not 
merely as a cleaner, rust inhibitor 
or stop-leak, but as a complete 
“tune-up” for the engine cooling 
ays tem. 
That was in 1946, Fred Barton's 
finances were then at an all-time 
low. 
But the 
“tune-up” 
idea 
caught on. It appealed to the au­ 
tomotive parts jobbers’ merchan­ 
dising instincts and the repairman 
and gasoline dealers 
liked 
the 
product. 
Fred would mix up and 
bottle a batch of the stuff in his 
cellar at night, load up the rear 
deck of his car in the morning 
and 
start 
out, 
often 
without 
enough money in his pocket to buy 
lunch. 
Fred was an indefatigable 
worker and his enthusiasm 
for 
“Bar’s Leak” knew no bounds. It 
was never long before he induced 
a dealer to try it and the orders 
were turned over to the nearest 


jobber who agreed to put some 
in stock. 
During the next two 
years. 
Barton financed all of his 
sales trips with “Bar’s Leak.” The 
stuff was like currency because 
he never failed to turn a case or 
two into cash whenever he needed 
it. 
His first big jobbing 
account 
was 
McCullough 
Auto 
Supply 
Company of San Francisco. 
Irv 
McCullough, 
like 
most 
people, 
took an immediate liking to Bar­ 
ton, and when Irv saw how ener­ 
getic and 
enthusiastically 
Fred 
promoted his business, his respect 
and confidence in the man grew, 
so much so, 
that 
McCullough, 
knowing that Barton was skating 
on thin financial ice, 
began 
to 
worry about Fred’s starting out 
on sales trips without enough cash 
to cover living expenses. 
So he 
told Barton to wire him anytime 
from any where for money if he 
ever got caught short. 
This generous offer from 
his 
newfound friend, served to give 
Barton greater confidence to em­ 
bark on longer trips. He traveled 
to Southern California and 
the 
Pacific Northwest and other dis­ 
tant points, again financing 
his 
trips with sales of “Bar’s Leak.” 
Henderson Brothers in Sacramen­ 
to, California, was 
the 
second 
jobber to take on his product, and 
from then on his jobber outlets 
grew to over 200 at the 
present 
time in the eleven western states. 
However, financing was still a 
problem. As the business expand­ 
ed, the need for capital expanded 
with it. 
Barton developed a sys­ 
tem 
of 
franchised 
distributor­ 
ships which enabled him to keep 
pace with expansion and at the 
same time assure his jobbers 
of 
more and better distribution 
of 
“Bar’s Leak.” Even so, crises de­ 
veloped from time to time. The 
small firm did not have unlimited 
credit for the purchase of mater­ 
ials, containers and to meet other 
growing expenses. 
At one time 
Fred Barton was literally “sweat­ 
ing blood.” Orders were piling up 
from jobbers, but Fred had run 
out of the material and containers, 
and his credit with suppliers had 
been used up. 
Just then came 
the "break” which Fred insists 
must come sooner or later to ev­ 
ery man who keeps trying. One 
of his distributors had the mis­ 
fortune to have a fire in his ware­ 
house which, with other 
losses 
forced a liquidation of the ware­ 
house by the insurance company. 
In the fire there had been a stock 
of “Bar’s Leak” with a wholesale 
value of $3,000. 
Fred Bartow’s 
offer of $75 for the entire lot was 
the only offer the insurance liqui­ 
dator could obtain, but it was so 
ridiculously low that he wasted 
several days trying to get Fred to 
increase the bid to a more reason­ 
able 
figure. 
Fred 
adamantly 
stuck to his $75 price as a top 
offer and eventually bought the 
$3,000 stock for that price. 
This episode gave 
Fred 
the 
reputation of being 
an 
astute 
buyer. 
The fact is that Fred had 
only $90 cash at the time; 
he 
needed at least $15 for a coming 
sales trip and $75 was the most 
he could raise to buy merchandise 
for which he would gladly have 
paid a thousand dollars. 
Fred hauled away the material, 
cleaned it up, put on new labels 
and packed it in new cartons. In 
this was he was able to fill his 
jobbers orders and help tre dis­ 
tributor get a new start in busi­ 
ness. 
‘Everybody is looking for some 
magic formula for salesmanship,” 
Barton says, “but the truth is that 
plain old hard work is 90 per cent 
of the ingredients for successful 
selling.”

W ashington southpaw, was visit­ 
ing the bench at the Stadium and 
talking baseball, and as alm ost 
invariably happens in such cir­ 
cum stances the talk came around 
to Babe Ruth, the m ighty man 
who is w idely credited with hav­ 
ing built the joint. 
W hitehill. who won 217 games 
in the years after he came out of 
Cedar Rapids, la., m ostly for sec­ 
ond division ball clubs, was asked 
if he and his 
fellow 
A m erican 
League 
pitchers 
ever 
evolved 
w hat m ight be term ed a m aster 
plan for trying to get the Bam ­ 
bino out. 
Per ha pa H is not generally 
known, but pitchers are som e­ 
thing of a clan apart. If one of 
their members discovers a cer­ 
tain batter’s weakness, or any­ 
thing 
resembling 
a weakness, 
the news gets around the league 
faster than a brush fire. Pitch­ 
ers do not like batters, aud the 
feeling is reciprocated with In­ 
terest. 
“Most of the boys thought the 
best idea was to pitch him high 
and outside.’’ W hitehill recalled. 
“That w ay he w asn’t so likely to 
pull one into the right field scats 
oti you. Rut there never was any 
general agreem ent on that fellow. 
“The trouble with 
the 
Babe 
was that you’d give him a certain 
pitch and he would miss it by a 
foot. I m ean by a foot, and you 
would think to yourself that you 
had 
som ething. 
A 
couple 
of 
pitches later you would come in 
with it again and he would knock 
it out of the lot. Myself. I liked 
to curve him low and had better 
luck than some of the others.” 
A squint at the Babe's heme 
run records shows that he w al­ 


loped only a dozen of his mam­ 
moth total off Whitehill in the 
I! years they faced each other. 
Any pitcher who held Ruth to 
an approximate average of one 
homer per season was pointed 
out on the streets. 
“Hub P ru ett of the Browns was 
the only one who really had the 
B abe’s num ber,” Earl continued. 
‘If I rem em ber right, he struck 
him out som ething like 13 tim es 
in a row. All he fed him was a 
screw ball that broke down m aybe 
ev en sharper than Carl H ubbell’s. 
He would hold 4he ball 
out 
in 
front of him and tell the B abe he 
was going to throw him another 
screwball and 
the 
Babe 
would 
break his back swinging at it. I 
think Ruth only hit two hom ers 
off him in his career.’’ 
Did W hitehill think that any of 
the gam e’s other famed sluggers, 
such 
as 
Jim m ie 
Foxx, 
ever 
equalled tho Babe for distance? 
“None of them did,” Earl said 
with finality. “I saw him hit 
one in Detroit that I’ll always 
feel was the longest in the his­ 
tory of the game. It went out of 
the park and across the street 
and onto a building. Maybe tt 
was over the building. Anyway, 
a sports writer stepped It off 
and found It had landed well 
over 500 feet from the plate.”
